Stairways and Airways Made Condi-. 


tions Ideal for Big Fire Had It 


Not Been Discovered at 


Start. 


Highly skilled fire fighting methods 
employed by Chief Henry Klein and 
Captain Cornelius Murphy a few min- 
utes after six o'clock las', night caught 
and 
smothered 
a dangerous 
blaze 
which, in its 
ineipiency, 
threatened 
the destruction of an entire business 
block. .Despite 
the 
nature 
of 
the 
blaze and its being in a storfi jammed 
with wearing apparel, not a drop of 
water touched the garments, the only 
damagt! to tho 
stock 
coming 
from 
smoke. 
Tho lire was in. the store of the J. 
H. Burnt? company, on South River 
street. 
Tt originated in a pile of rub- 
bish swept up under the stairway m 
the basement, through what origin the 
firemen arc unable to determine. 
With fivu minutes more start the 
chances of the entire building being 
gutted, and perhaps the entire block 


I being ruined, were great. 
Had 
the 
1 firemen not determined from the 
first 
to discover the source of the flames 
before they turned any water into the 
storp, the fire even then would have 
rapidly eaten its way into the store 
and on up and into the second story 
by reason of another wooden stairway 
and a high alrshaft at the head of the 
stairs on the ground floor. Groping 
their way through the store in biting 
and heaviest of smoke the firemen first 
cam-o upon the blaze as they leaped 
from the top of the stairway. Below 
was a roaring mass of fire. 
A big lead of hose extinguished the 
blaze, which had just commenced to 
eat through the stairway leading to 
the second 
story. 
Then 
the 
men 


i moved 
downstairs 
to the basement 
with its low ceiling. Charged electric 
wires with insulation burned bare 
added to the discomforts of heat and 
several jiremen received bad shocks. 
After 
three-quarters 
of an hour's 
work tho fire was extinguished. Down 
stairs alone the celling joists in some 
cases were 
burned as deep as six 
inches over a radius of eight or ten 
feet. 
Ir. is figured that the fire must have 
been smoldering for some time. Mr. 
Burns said that the furnace was out 
and that nobody had been in the cellar 
later than two o'clock yesterday after- 
noon. At that time he had swept the 
pile of paper beneath the steps. He 
left just before six o'clock. His part- 
ner left at six. 
A burst of flame and smoke coming 
up through the sidewalk grating at- 
tracted the attention of an employe of 
the Lemke grocery store next door, 
who was just taking in baskets com- 
posing the sidewalk displaly. George 
Lemke ran to the fire station, but a 
block away, and summoned the de- 
partment. 
Had the smoke not been seen, five 
minutea more leeway and the entire 
store would have been gutted. When 
the department arrived not a trace of 
smoke was visible. Inspection of the 
interior of the store through the doors 
and windows showed occasional flashes 
of the flames as they came up the 
stairway. 
The loss in the basement will not 
be more than 
one 
hundred dollars. 
The smoke damage will amount to two 
hundred, perhaps. The 
only water 
which resulted on the first floor was 
from leaky connections and the entire 
quantity of this would be contained in 
a three gallon pail.
